and is sincerely anxious to show that 
it regards Japan on a basis of equal­ 
ity with all other powers and na­ 
tions. 
The note was about 1,000 words 
long and dealt chiefly with the spirit 
of the American people toward Japan, 
making little reference, it is under­ 
stood, to the technicalities of the new 
law or the treaty, but 
discussing 
Japan ’s contention that the California 
agitation was in reality an act of un­ 
friendliness 
and 
discrimination 
to­ 
ward the Japanese.

T here was no ev idence of a strug 
gle between the maniac and his v ic­ 
tims, except on the body of Peterson. 
Two bruises on his arm showed that 
he had tried to ward off the blows 
which Bradov itch rained on his head. 
So quietly did Bradov itch accom­ 
plish tho killing that guards sleeping 
across the hail were not awakened. 
The heads of all fiv e men were com­ 
pletely crushed. 
Bradov itch was committed to the 
asylum two years ago from the state 
penitentiary, where he was serv ing a 
life sentence for murder. 
An Inv estigation was held and the 
asy lum o fficials were exonerated from 
blame. 
According to the testimony 
the institutio n was ov ercrowded, mak­ 
ing it necessary to keep sev eral pu- 
tlents in one ro o m. 
Testimony also was giv en tending to 
show that 
in the two years which 
Bradov itch had been confined he had 
nev er shown any signs of v iolence.

There was no evidence of a strug 
gle between the maniac and his vic­ 
tims, except on the body of Peterson. 
Two bruises on his arm showed that 
he had tried to ward ofT the blows 
which Bradovitch rained on his head. 
So quietly did 
Bradovltch accom­ 
plish tho killing that guards sleeping 
across the hall were not awakened. 
The heads of all five men were com­ 
pletely crushed. 
Bradovltch was committed to the 
asylum two years ago from the state 
penitentiary, where he was serving a 
life sentence for murder. 
An investigation was held and the 
asylum officials were exonerated from 
blame.

heard a noise In the dormitory. 
Returning he and wife unlocked the 
door and found Bradovltch standing 
with the top of a table three feet 
square 
in 
his 
hands,

though In the act of striking George 
Shepherd, one of the occupants of the 
room. 
All the Inmates were dead. 
H e commanded Bradovltch to lower 
the 
table. 
Q uickly Jumping out of 
the room he ran to the quarters of

Bradovltch to come into the hall.

Congressman Jam es H ay of Virginia, 
who w ill be chairm an of the m ilitary 
committee, may hold hearings aud pre­ 
sent a bill creating an aviation corps 
In the army.

a corps is created most of them who 
art1 now’ captains and lieutenants w ill 
get rank of colonels, lieutenant colo­ 
nels and majors.

The Journals of 
Captain 
Scott, 
De 
Long, Livingstone, Franklin and O th ­ 
ers Are Mute Testim onials ot Their 
Heroic Sacrifices For Science. 


A peculiar and pathetic Interest at­ 
taches to the last records of lost ex­ 
plorers, dying alone and unaided amid 
Icy wildernesses or 1n the steaming 
depths of tropical Jungles. 
The diary kept by the gallant Cap­ 
tain Scott teems with tragic touches, 
but It also has Its beautiful and its 
heroic side. No more splendid instance 
of magnificent self sacrifice hns been 
recorded than the action of the dis­ 
abled Captain Oates in seeking volun­ 
tary death In the blizzard so as not to 
bo n burden on his surviving compan­ 
ions. 
The world is richer in the possession 
of facts such as these, which is why 
the lust diaries of men dying in slmllnr 
circumstances have always been ar­ 
dently Bought and carefully treasured. 
It whs. for example, in order to try 
to recover the papers belonging to 
tho lost arctic explorer Mylius Erlch- 
sen that Captain Mlkkelsen recently 
spent two awful years among the icy 
solitudes of northeast Greenland. 
He 
failed in his quest, and he nnd hla 
solitary companion came near to losing 
their own lives. 
These Journals of p«>or Erichsen, If 
they are ever found, will doubtless tell 
a similarly Htlrrlng story to that left 
behind by Scott. 
Until then there is 
only one record that closely parallels 
It, and that is the diary left by the 
American. De Long. who, with other 
survivors from the arctic exploring 
ship Jeannette, perished amid the fro­ 
zen wastes of northeastern Slberln in 
tho winter of 18R1. 
De Iiong’s diary, which was recov­ 
ered and tins been published, might 
almost be a duplicate in parts of that 
kept by poor Scott. 
Only in De Ixuig's case tho tragedy 
was even 
more 
appalling 
tbnn 
in 
Scott’s, for his party consisted of no 
fower than thirteen men, nnd these all 
died from starvation and exposure. 
The last entry reads us follows: “One 
hundred nnd fortieth day—Boyd nnd 
Uortz died during tin* night. 
Mr. Col­ 
lins dying.” 
The gallant De lying was then left 
with but one companion. I)r. Ambler, 
the medics! officer to the expedition, 
for the deaths of the other men had 
been previously recorded, nnd doubt­ 
less the two last of the survivors died 
that day or the next 
At all events, 
the Journal ended abruptly at this 
point 
By far the most dreadful tragedy of 
arctic exploration was the loss of tho 
Franklin expedition, when the ill fated 
officers and men of the two explor­ 
ing ships, 
Erebus and Terror. 
130 
in all, perished. 
Curiously enough, 
though many relics of the III fated 
commander Sir John 
Franklin wero 
recovered by search parties nnd nro 
now preserved in the museum attach­ 
ed to the Greenwich hospital, none ot 
bis dlnrtes or personal papers were 
ever found. 
One single written record of the lost 
expedition remains to us. 
It is in the 
form of u sheet torn from n small 
pocket diary, and these are the words 
it contains: “April 25. 1S48.—Terror 
and Erebus were atwindoned. 
Sir John 
Franklin died on June 11, 1S47, ami 
the total los« by death* up to this date 
nine officers and fifteen men.*

covered In s cairn on King William's 
island in tb s ve«r 18Mi 
There was no 
Signature, but 
the tinisi writing was 
afterward Identified as that of Cap­ 
tain Fltajamea. one of Hir John's of­ 
ficers.

no briefer record than this exists of a 
disaster so appalling in Its magnitude, 
'although Burke and Wilts, who first

they nnd their companions had lain 
down in the desert to die.

A peculiar and pathetic Interest a t­ 
taches to the last records of lost ex­ 
plorers. dying alone nnd unaided amid 
Icy w ildernesses or In the steam ing 
depths of tropical Jungles. 
The diary kept by the gallant Cap­ 
tain Scott teem s with tragic touches, 
but it also has its beautiful nnd Its 
heroic side. No more splendid instance 
of magnificent self sacrifice has been 
recorded than the action of the dis­ 
abled Captain Oates In seeking volun­ 
tary death In tile blizzard so as not to 
tie a burden on his surviving com pan­ 
ions. 
The world is richer In the possession 
of facts such as these, which is why 
the lu*t diaries of men dying in sim ilar 
circum stanced have alw ays been ar­ 
dently sought and carefully treasured. 
It was. for example, in order to try 
to recover the papers belonging to 
the lost arctic explorer My Huh Erlch- 
sen that Captain Mikkelsen recently 
spent two aw ful years among the Icy 
solitudes of northeast Greenland. 
Ile 
failed in his quiwt. nnd he nnd his 
solitary com panion came near to losing 
their own lives. 
These Journals of poor Erlrhsen, if 
they are ever found, will doubtless tell 
a similarly ‘-tining story to that left 
behind by K*-ott. 
Until then there Is 
only one record that closely parallels 
IL and that in the diary left by the 
American, De Long, who, w ith other 
survivors from the nretic exploring 
ship Jeannette, perished am id the fro­ 
zen w astes of northeastern Siberia in 
tho winter of ISSI. 
De D ing's diary, which w as recov­ 
ered nnd has been published, m ight 
alm ost be a duplicate In parts of that 
kept by poor Scott 
Only in De D ing’s case the tragedy 
was even 
more appalling 
than

Scott’s, for his party consisted of no 
few er than thirteen men. nnd these all 
died from starvation mid exposure. 
The lost entry reads as follows: “One 
hundred nnd fortieth day—Boyd and 
Oort* died during the night.

The gallant De Ding was then left 
with but one companion, Dr. Ambler, 
the m e d ia l officer to the expedition, 
for the deaths of the other men hat! 
been previously recorded, and doubt­ 
less the two last of the survivors died 
that day or the next 
At all events, 
the Journal ended abruptly at this 
point 
By far the most dreadful tragedy of 
arctic exploration was the loss of the 
Franklin expedition, when the ill fated 
officers and men of the tw o explor­ 
ing ships. 
Erebus and 
Terror. 
130 
in all. perished. 
Curiously enough, 
though ninny relics of tie* 111 fated 
com m ander Sir John 
Franklin were 
recovered by search parties nnd are 
now preserved In the museum attach ­ 
ed to the Greenwich hospital, none of 
bls diaries or personal papers were 
ever found. 
One single w ritten record of th e lost 
expedition rem ains to us. 
It is in the 
form of a sheet torn from a sm all 
pocket diary, and these are the words 
It contains: “April 25. 1848.—Terror 
and Erebus were abandoned. 
Sir John 
Franklin died on June ll, 1847, and 
the total lose by deaths up to this date 
nine officers and fifteen men."

they and their com panions bad lain 
down In the desert to die. 
Of all the m any valuable and Inter 
estlng docum ents left liehind by lost 
explorers, however, none can vie in 
Im portance with the lust Journals of 
David Livingstone, who died, worn out 
by hunger and privation, at Bain, in 
central Africa, May I. 1873 
These 
were brought down to the const, to­ 
gether with his body, by his faithful 
black "boys” nnd were published in 
December IM? I 
They told of vnst and farreaching 
discoveries and explorations undertak 
en nuder alm ost inconceivable condi­ 
tions of hardship nnd privation

fa c t Livingstone literally laid down 
his life for Ids country since to his pio­
